al Inferences : But this is either not confider’d 
by Mt. Ot pcaAastTus, or his Paflions are too 
hard for his Uncerttanding ; or elfe, thro’ con- 
fummate Malice againft the Adminiftration, he 
fins with his Eyes open, and a&s direétly contrary 
to his Judgment. 

We hall prove this, by making fome Remarks 
onthe two Parts of his lalt Paper, which tskes 
in King James's Condu& with relation 10 
Partits, and the Affairs of Germany. 

He fays, “‘ King James met with no Par- 
* ties in the Nation, but fuch as were founded on 
“ Religious Differences ; but he drew himfelf into

“ him, but their Attachment tu the late Queen: 
“ He put a whole Body of Men out of his Pro 
“ te&ion, and profcrib’d Men for theis Opinions, 
* not Practices. 

Whether all this is true of King J a™ #3, is not 
worth while co difpute, burt we know why ‘ris 
wow faid, and why put im thefe Words: It looks 
as tho” “twas wrote by oNE OF THE PRO- 
#CR1B'D after the Death of the late Queen; or 
by a Gentleman who is, thro’ /pite, grown into a 
great AffeGtion for him. 

That King JAMES made Parties, and go. 
cerned by Parties will be readily allow'd ; for go- 
werning by a Party, is prevailing upen a Set of Men 
to adminifter Publick Aff.irs, in Prejudice to the 
Conftitution, the Rights and Liberties of the 
Subje&ts, his, and this only,. is governing by 
Party ; and this all the Sruanrs did; but the 
Cafe has been abjolutely different fince the Revo- 
lution, And the Cafe was very different when 
James I. came to the Crown, and when the 
prefent Royal Family came to the Crown; for 
tho’ K. Ja™ & S found no Parties, yet the Houfe of 
Hanover did: They found Parties in the Kingdom 
already form’d ; Patties not caufed by Religious 
Differences, but Parties dittinguifhed by being for 
Oragaintt the Legal Conftitution of England ; for or a- 
gaint the Revolution ; for or againft the Settlement 
of the Crown in their Houfe ; and for or againft 
the Liberty’ of the Subje&t, Religious and Civil. 
The Opinions and Prattices of the Party for Liberty 
faved the Nation, by putting the Crown upon 
their Heads ; and it woyld have béen the moft 
abfurd thing in the World, if the late King had 
put the Adminiftration of Publick Affairs into 
any*other Hands, than thofe who had always 
thewn themfelves warmly for the Liberties of the 
People, and be Interefts of bis Houfe; he would 
have been unjaft ro himfelf and Pofterity, unjuit 
to-his Subdje@s, and unjuft to thofe brave Men 
Who had done and fuffer'd {o much to ferve him. 

That there hath been ever fince the Revolution 
{ta go no farther back,) a very powerful Party in 
the Kingdom againft the Liberties of the Kingdom, 
is evident to every Man. Was not this the Party, 
which cloge'd the Adminiftration, during the 
Reign of King Wri i1 am} which continual- 
Wy difttefs'd, harafs'd, and plotted againft the 
Men who deliver’d them from Deftruétion.2.

And who obtain’d 
Occafional A&s and Schifm AGs, by the laft of 
which they depriv’d the Diffenters (only becaufe 
they were for the Laws of England, end the 
Hasover Succeffion,) of the natural Right of Edu 

cating their own Children, and were p epasing 
a Way to deprive “em of their oom Votes too? Did not 
this Party exift at the Queen's Death ? and would 
it nor have been the mott attonifhing Madnefs chat 
his lace Majefty, who knew all this, fhould have 
employ’d fuch Men as thefe ? Enemies to him- 
felf and Family ; Enemies to the Profperity of 
the Kingdom, and Enemies to the very Defign of 
placing the Crown upon his Head; which 
Crown he would not have deferved to wear, if 
he had not employ’d the Mex which he did em- 
ploy : Nor is these any other Way to make the 
Throne ealy, and keep the People free and happy, 
but by continuing to govern by Men of the fame 
Principles in Church and State. ‘Ihe Maxim ot the 
prefent Royal Family is rhe beft in the World, 
Do Fuftice to ak Men ; Love their Friends, and not 
Fear their Enemies And, while they inviolably 
keep cto this Maxim, they will be /afe and the 
Kingdom profperous ; but if ever, in tuture Times, 
they thould deviate, and by mean Compliances en- 
deavour to bring Men over, they will find them. 
felves as much ditirefy'd as King Witt kiawm, 
whofe Crown, by dealing in this fort of Cowrt. 
Converfions, was made a Crown of Thorns ; for 
he could neither be eafy himfelf, nor do thofe 
things he defigned for the Good of the Kingdom. 

The plain Way (o Publick Happinefi, and 
the Eafe and Stability of the Throne, is to be 
fready ; and employ none but the true Friends 
to Publick Liberty. So will the Royal Family 
find that the Party againf? Liberty will gra- 
dually fink; and that their Throne will be 
eftablifi'd upon a Rock, as “tis already eftablifi'd in 
Rigbteoufnefs. This they may call, if they pleaie, 
governing by Party; but, if governing by a Ser of 
Men, whofe Principles and Prattices were always 
for general Good, and equal Liberty, be governing 
by a Party, then governing by a Party is the 
higheft of all Vistues; notwichfianding what 
Mr. Orpcasttie has faid about King 
Jamss; whole governing by Party, was the 
very Reverfe of this ; for he conftantly govern'd 
by a Sert of Men, who were againft Liberty and 
the Conftitution, and fo were properly @ Party 
or Fadtion againft the State. 

So much for Parties: We fhall now confider 
what is advanced about King’s Jamss's Con- 
dukt, in relation to Germany: Heat Mr. Ot v- 
CASTLE fpeak, and try, whether, from bis 
Words, you can bave any Idea what he would 
be willing King Jams fhould have done. 
He fays, in “* the Treaty which that King made 
“* with Spain, he never loft fuch an Opportunity 
“ of bringing Honour and Wealth to England, 
‘© as by relinquifhing a War againft an exhaulted 
“ Kingdom ; and a Prince held im little Venera- 
* sion, for fuffering bimfelf to be «wholly governed 
“© by a Man generally bated.” Ay, there's the 
Calamity! zhis Man generally bated; that is, 
this Man, whom they have endeavont'd to 
make generally bated, is the Caufe of ell this 
idle Scribling about Politicks, and of Mr. Ot b- 
cCASTLB’S Confufion and Abjurdities. He fays, 
“this Treaty was not bad; but there was 
‘« fometbing mean. and prepofterows tm it, for 
‘\"he foould bave beaten Spain. Agzin, King 
“ James fhould not have been a Principal 
“ in the War in Germany; but he fhould 
“shave prepared for the Srorm and thould have

fible (uch Charaéters, in fuch Situations, fhould 
tife above once in a Cenury. This Kiny did 
net know how to put fo much as Dignity (a 
besutifal Phrafe!) wn his Proceedings» Agaings 
The Parliameat advifed him to go to War ia 
Germany, and againtt Spain; but (new all is 
blabb’d our! ) “ this don’t authorize oxr taking Part 
** in every Getinan Quarrel, by paying Subjidies, 
maintaining Armies, and involving vu feiwes in ak 
** Affairs on the Continent. 2 

Now can any Men tell, from ali thefe Words, 
what Mr. OLpcasrcre thinks King James 
thould have done: He frowld go ts iar, and be 
Prould rot; be frou'd have mad2 Peace with Spain, 
and be froutd not; he frould intercft bimfelf in the 
Affairs of Germany, and he fieuld net, at leat no 
further than the Interef of England regni’d: And 
how far is that? The Intereft of Pugland cid ac 
that Time require, and the Senfe of the Nation 
sequired that he fhould have cali'd a Patliamene 
who would have paid Sulfidies, aud maintain'd 
Armies in Gesmany, and fitted our a Fleet tog 
againtt Spain ; as ‘twas our Bufinefs lately to do, 
aod which we have done fuccefsfaily. We did 
not truft, like’ King Jam #8, to fooli® Lmbaf 
fies, and vidiculous Negetiatims ; but made our 
Embaffies and Negotiations take LAt-G, by ony Cieers 
acainft Spain, and by paying Sehjides, and main 
taining Troops in Germanoy. Add this, and this 
only, forc’d the Way of our Negotiations, 

The plain Truth is this: We are, at prefent, 
fo ficuated, that whenever "tis our Misfostune to 
be at Variance with the Emperor, we muft have 
fome Troops in Germany ; and Subfidies mut be 
paid. We had oo Way to fave our felves trom 
certain Ruin, and by choofing the Eleéfor of Has 
mover King ; but ‘tis ridiculous ro fuppofe, thet 
the Royal Family qwill part with that Eletorate, 
efpecially made fo advantageous by the Aduuions 
of Bremen and Verden. It has, indeed, been a 
Queftion, whether “twould nor be becter for Fags 
land, that we had mo Foreign Dominions ; but ‘tis 
no Queftion now, fince we have them, and 
can’t part with them, whether we fhould not, ia 
cafe of Hazard, be at fome Expence to defend 
them, if it was only for the fake of that Fami- 
ly, in whofe good Fortune, our own is bound up ; 
this is but zatural Gratitude; and, if ‘tis an 
Evil, ‘tis a very fmall Evil, which grows out of 
the greateft poffible Good But laying afide the 
Confideration of the Hanover Dominions, about 
which fuch a Noife has been, to fay no worfe, 
indecently made; it was incumbent upon us, 
from the Nature of our late Circumpances and 
Alliances, 10 have Foueign Troops, and pay Fo- 
reign Subfidies too; and it wil be etc:waily 
our Intereft to fupport the Protefant Caujc, a8 
that Caufe is the Cawfe of Liberty; {fo chat 
if we had no Harover Dominions, it might 
be the Duty of England, on certaim Occafions, tq 
keep Troops in Pay, and Princes too ; and ehen- 
ever thofe Occafions rife, the Hanover Dominions 
may be of the greatett Service in che Wold :¢ 
us, as they would engage us #0 do that mord 
warmly from Neceffity, which we fhould perhaps 
do more cooly from Reafon.

Berlin, May12 M. Gedickens, Refident of 
the King of Great Britain, had a long Confe 
sence, on Monday laft, with the King’s Mini- 
fters for Foreign Affairs ; and we flatier ourfelves, 
that a good Harmony is upon the Point of being 
reftored between the two Courts. The Prince of 

Anhalt arrived at Potfdam the Day before Yetter- 
day ; as did likewife the Duke and Dutchefs of 
Beveren this Day: Their Highneffes were re 
ceived by their Majefties with great Marks of 
Tendernefs and Diftin€&tion, and affifted at the 
grand Repaft which the King gave upon Ac- 
count of its being the King of Poland's Birth- 
Day. ‘The Duke of Wirtemberg is expefted about 
the 23d Infant. A great Number of Foreigners 
arrive here every Day, to fee che General Review , 
and his Majefty has order’d them to be treated 
with all imaginable Civility ; and the Minifters 
and Generals are to keep open Tables The 
Troops which are to form the Camp, will begin 
to file off the 24th Inftant Great Preparations 
are making for feveral Feafts, which his Majelty 
is to give here ans at Charlottembu:g. Count 
‘Seckendorff and Baron Ginckel are gone to Porf 
dam, to make their Court to the King, by 
whom they are always received with particular 
Masks of Diftin@ion: They write from Dref 
den, that the King of Poland defign’d to go to 
P.loi z this Day, to avoid the Buftle of Compl'- 
ments upon his Birth-Day: ‘That the Count de
